In a statement released at the 
White House meeting, the citi- 


zens’ committee called for ‘‘a 
modernized, business-type ap- 
proach to foreign aid,’’ with 


‘elimination of annual fiscal year 
deadlines.’ Chairman of the 
group is Warren Lee Pierson, 
New York banker and chairman 
of the executive committee of 
Trans World Airlines. 

The citizens’ group said the 
annual foreign aid appropriation 
deadline could be discarded

The 
B-58 has been reported capable 
of speeds up to 1500 miles an 
hour. 

The new Soivet medium bomb- 
er is a clean-looking aircraft 
with wings highly swept back 
and its two engines set at the 
rear on top of the fuselage with 
a vertical tail fin apparently 
dividing them. 

New Light Bombers. 

One and possibly two new light 
bombers were observed. The 
bomber seen best was a twin-jet 
supersonic aircraft that was 
carrying rockets. Its jet intakes 
were located forward of the 
wings on the sides with exhaust 
pipes set in the tail 

Three and possibly four new 
delta wing fighter: types were 
shown. One was a very fast 
fighter with an extremely high 
rate of climb that was powered 
by a liquid rocket booster en- 
gine in addition to its regular 
jet engine. As the fighter ap- 
proached the airfield, its jet en- 
gine cut loose with its rocket 
booster and the plane streaked 
straight up with its rear exhaust 
flaming. 

Western experts said the Unit- 
ed States has fighters equipped 
for rocket assisted take-offs but 
nothing comparable operation- 
ally with the Soviet fighter ex- 
hibited. 

Many of the Soviet fighters 
carried what appeared to be air- 
to-air missiles. Large air-to-suf- 
face missiles were exhibited for 
the first time on the older type 
bombers, the four-prop jet Bear 
and the twin-jet Badger. 

Four new twin-jet flying boats 
described as designed for anti- 
submarine patrol were exhibited 
for the first time. 

Helicopters Shown. 

Three new types of helicopters 
were demonstrated, including 
two of a size larger than any 
Operational in the United States 
Air Force. 

One of the latter, which un- 
loaded rocket units on the air- 
field, appeared capable of carry- 
ing light tanks or a passenger 
load of some 100 persons. 

A similar large helicopter 
landed on the airfield carrying 
a small house. It was equipped 
to taxi over a load and lift it 
into the helicopter’s interior. The 
helicopter was described as a 
“flying crane.”’

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Blackberry Buttermilk Roll

BERRIES ARE richly colored 
little jewels that sparkle gaily 
across the summer food scene, 
making the meals on our tables 


as lovely to look at as the flowers 
in our gardens. But they bring 
more than beauty to warm 
weather menus; they also pro- 
vide the perfect finale at a time 
when heavier, richer desserts 
lose much of their appeal. With 
their own distinctive freshness 
of flavor and delicate aroma, 
berries implore lagging appetites 
to take a new interest in life. 

Red, deep purple or blue, they 
are at their prettiest served in 
clear glass dishes that make the 
most of their beauty, or perhaps 
against the cool white back- 
ground of milk glass. 

Incidentally, did you ever stop 
to think that a blueberry is red 
when it’s green? Sounds con- 
tradictory, but it’s quite true, so 
when you go shopping for blue- 
berries remember that there is 
practical advice as well as al- 
literative ring to the term “blue, 
blue blueberry.” 

It is interesting to know that 
the luscious, giant blues we enjoy 
today were cultivated from little 
wild swamp huckleberries in the 
cranberry. bog country of New 
Jersey just a little more than 5€ 
years ago. (Wild blueberries 
grow practically everywhere in 
the world, but only North Ameri- 
cans enjoy the plump and almost 
seedless cultivated berries.) Now 
they are cultivated not only in 
the countryside around that 
original cranberry bog, but also 
in certain sections of North Car- 
olina and Michigan where soil 
and climatic conditions are fa- 
vorable. 

Blueberries are delicious piled 
into the centers of cantaloupes; 
they make a low-calorie lunch 
served with cottage cheese; are 
an effective addition to fruit 
salads—but it is in baked good- 
fes such as pies, muffins and 
scones that they are truly in 
their glory. 

Because blueberry pie is a 
sort of American culinary 
classic, this one is aptly named 


Classic 
Blueberry Pie. 

Crust: 

Two cups flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Two teaspoons sugar. 

Three-fourths cup shortening. 

Five tablespoons ice water. 

Mix dry ingredients and cut in 
shortening, using two knives or 
pastry blender. Add water one 
tablespoon at a time, mixing 
after each addition. Roll into a 
ball and refrigerate for one hour 
before using.

The stadium is one place where a 
truly great piece of urban design 
and architecture is essential. There 
are many more places within the 
community deserving the same con- 
sideration. 

The Mill Creek Valley redevelop- 
ment provided an excellent oppor- 
tunity to establish a key part in the 
over-all structure of the city. But 
published designs for the area lack 
any semblance of fine urban design 
and thus the potential there has.

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A Sound Latin Policy 


When asked what to do about Cuba, Adla! 
Stevenson said the best thing to do is nothing, 
for the present. Interventionists may cry de- 
featism, but after his journey through Latin 
America, Mr. Stevenson is looking well be- 
yond Cuba to a whole continent in turmoil. 

The United Nations Ambassador believes 
that further United States intervention in 
Cuba could be fatal to the inter-American 
system. Few people in this country, he told 
Richard Dudman of the Post-Dispatch, seem 
aware that the United States violated its 
treaty commitments by sponsoring the recent 
Cuban invasion. Obviously the Organization 
of American States cannot function coher- 
ently if its most powerful member dis- 
regards it. 

Aside from that, an interventionist policy 
would arouse old fears of imperialism else- 
where, damage our ties with nations more 
important than Cuba and weaken the in- 
ternal position of friendly governments now 
accepting our help. 

Mr. Stevenson would base a constructive 
Latin American policy on economic and tech- 
nical assistance aimed at helping democracies 
to achieve social and economic reforms, which 
most of the republics recognize as essential. 
He suggests a particular effort to make a 
success of the inter-American economic con- 
ference in Uruguay next August. 

He has also proposed that Congress erase 
its limitations on Latin American arms aid. 
These limits were devised to halt support of 
dictatorships but today, the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration argues, there are few dictatorships left 
and the democracies need protection against 
subversion and guerrilla warfare. This is not 
an argument for any massive arms aid, how- 
ever, and as an argument for foreign aid it 
is almost incidental. 

Venezuela, as a key ration only two years 
removed from dictatorship, offers one test 
of the Stevenson program. Here is a nation 
with vast oil revenue, and here also is a nation 
with high unemployment and illiteracy, where 
a third of the people live in hovels while 2 
per cent of the landholders own 75 per cent 
of the land. Here is a democratic government 
attempting reforms against opposition from 
the oligarchy as well as Castro followers. 
President Betancourt has said: 


Either the Cuban method will prevail, or 
we will do it the Venezuelan way — a legal, 
evolutionary revolution. To do it the Vene- 
zuelan way, we shall have to forge steadily 
forward with a program of social progress 
that helps redress the grievances which our 
people legitimately hold against society as it 
functions now. 


How should the United States deal with 
Venezuela? It should avoid intervention in 
Cuba, because that would undermine the 
Betancourt government’s necessary support 
from the non-Communist left. It should en- 
courage the reform program with economic 
and technical assistance, because Venezuela 
cannot “forge steadily forward” without it, 
and time for this process is growing short. 

Venezuela is, of course, only one illustra- 
tion of the requirements of a sound Latin 
American policy. Step by step, the Stevenson 
approach is to leave Cuba alone, help demo- 
cratic progress elsewhere, strengthen the 
popular support and self-confidence of friend- 
ly governments—and then the United States 
may hope for more positive OAS action 
against Communist intervention in Cuba and 
other nations. 

Far: from being defeatism, Adlai Steven- 
son's program offers the only realistic, con- 
structive or even hopeful way of dealing with 
a revolutionary situation extending across 
half a hemisphere. 


Away From Partisanship 


Gov. Dalton is to be commended for his 
sound approach to the problem of selecting 
twe new Circuit Court judges for St. Louis 
county. The Governor has asked the County 
Bar Association to poll its members on the 
qualifications of some 38 persons whose 
names have been recommended to him for 
appointment to the posts, which were created 
when the Legislature raised the number of 
Circuit Court divisions in that jurisdiction 
from eight to 10. 

Mr. Dalton could have followed the un- 
happy precedent of former Gov. Blair who, 


In a similar circumstance, selected two well- 


placed township Democrats. That the Blair 
appointees have proved to be competent 
judges is a happy accident. Gov. Dalton’s ap- 
proach is an unexpected innovation that goes 
a long way toward lifting the selection. of 
judges in the county out of partisanship and 
toward merit and impartiality. 

The logical consequence of that approach, 
it seems to us, would be for the Governor to 
support a bill permitting extension of the 
Nonpartisan Court Plan into any judicial dis- 
trict in which the voters demanded it. While 
applauding for Gov. Dalton for his current 
decision, we hope he will work for extension 
of the court plan. 


That Unforgettable Billion 


Late this month, a subcommittee of the 
United States Senate will solemnly conduct 
public hearings on a subject which was ex- 
hausted some years ago. This is the fair-trade 
bill, a measure which would suspend the anti- 
trust laws to enable manufacturers of branded 
merchandise to fix the retail prices of their 
products. The United States Supreme Court 
decided a decade ago that a manufacturer 
cannot tell a retail merchant at what price 
he may sell the goods he buys. A score of 
state supreme courts have ruled likewise. 

Nevertheless, fair trade continues to crop 
up in every Congress and by now apparently 
no session may be considered complete with- 
out it. Like the candidate who is an also-ran 
for office at every election, it would have be- 
come a joke—if it were not that an estimated 
billion dollars of consumers’ money is at stake 
in it. The Department of Justice has estimated 
that fair trade would hike the prices of af- 
fected merchandise on an average by 20 per 
cent. Advocates of the legislation, spear- 
headed by the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, find it hard to forget that there's 
gold in them thar bills. : 

The return of the fair-trade lobby to the 
halls of Congress on the very heels of the 
electrical companies’ price-rigging case is a 
particularly brazen piece of business. Other 
businessmen have been imprisoned for vio- 
lating the anti-trust laws, but the fair-traders 
are still clamoring for the special privilege of 
being exempted from these laws. 

Fair-trade legislation, abortive though it 
has been, has already done too much mischief. 
It compounded, if indeed it was not a major 
cause of, the trouble department stores and 


other established retail houses have suffered 
from discounting. It has produced the spec- 
tacle of reputable businessmen being fined 
and even arrested and hauled off bodily to 
court for not abiding by contracts they never 
made. Further hearings on this perennial 
proposition are an essay in needlessness and 
a waste of the taxpayers’ money. 


Piggyback and the ICU 


in approving the existing rail piggyback 
freight rates, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission puts itself un the extraordinary post- 
tion of sanctioning for the railroads what it 
had denounced in strong terms for the truck- 
ing industry. Its decision is reported virtually 
certain to be taken into the courts, which wiil 
no doubt want to examine closely this con- 
tradiction. 

The core of the controversy is the piggy- 
back carriage of automobiles. What is revuiu- 
tionary about the rail rates on automobiles is 
the fact that they are flat charges in dollars 
and cents a carload regardless of the weight 
or value of the freight being hauled. When 
truck carriers applied for permission to estab- 
lish rates on the same basis, the ICC said only 
last year: 

“The weight and value of the automobiles 
to be transported are ignored. Thus, a luxury- 
type automobile with greater weight would be 
transported at the same rate as an economy- 
type automobile with lighter weight. It is 
just and reasonable that a higher-vaiued auto- 
mobile with greater weight should pay a 
higher rate per hundred pounds than smaller, 
lower-valued automobiles.’’ 

If that is indeed “just and reasonable’ as 
the commission says—and has been the phi- 
losophy of regulated rate-making throughout 
its history—“then how in the name of jus- 
tice can the commission give its blessing to 
the same method of rate-making by the rail- 
roads?” the trucking industry asks. It’s a 
good question, and one to which the ICC has 
yet to give an answer, if there is one. 

Under the rail piggyback rates which the 
commission has now approved, these topsy- 
turvy conditions prevail: The heaviest and 
most expensive cars move at the lowest 
charge per hundred pounds, the lightest and 
least expensive at the highest charge. It costs 
60 per cent more per hundred pounds to ship 
an economy car, the Falcon, than it does to 
ship a luxury car, the Cadillac; which weighs 
twice as much and sells for more than twice 
as much. A carload of lower-priced automo- 
biles valued at $20,000 must pay the same 
freight as a carload of higher-priced cars 
valued at $80,000. 

The railroads are entitled to reap full ad- 
vantage of the new equipment and handling 
methods they developed in order to win back 
the automobile-carrying business they had 
previously lost to the trucks and barge lines. 
Insofar as this equipment and handling rep- 
resent a real saving of transportation costs, 
the nation as a whole will benefit from it. But 
the rate-making process for this type of 
freight must obviously be equitable and must 
conform with principles of a sound national 
transportation policy. It will be interesting to 
see how well the courts find the ICC has 
served those principles in its piggyback 
decision. 


Challenge in Byrdland 


On Tuesday Virginians will decide the fate 
of the nation’s most durable political machine 
——that directed by Senator Harry F. Byrd. For 
35 years Virginians have been voting for the 
Byrd organization, so we make ho predictions, 
beyond saying that the Tuesday primary of- 
fers a serious challenge to Byrdland. 

This year the machine has produced as its 
gubernatorial candidate an urbane lawyer, A\l- 
bertis S. Harrison, who resigned as state At- 
torney General to make the race. His oppo- 
nent is a rangy self-styled ‘country lawyer,” 
A. E. Stephens, in his third term as Lieuten- 
ant Governor. Mr. Stephens was long a Byrd- 
man himself, but deserted the club when it 
ordained “massive resistance” to public school 
integration, and fell back on school closings. 

A good many Virginians do not want their 
schools closed, a good many are dissatisfied 
with a Democratic organization that turned 
the state’s electoral vote over to the Republi- 
cans in three presidential elections, and a good 
many wonder whether the doddering ideas of 
the machine fit a Virginia that seeks to attract 
industry and modernization. How many a 
“good many” may be, we will learn on Tues- 
day. It has always seemed strange that the 
Old Dominion which began. with Jeffersons 
and Madisons would, a century and a half 
later, find 30 years of satisfaction with the 
Byrds of Berryville. 


A Plant for Production 


The Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce's 
proposal that the city consider buying the 
small arms plant for industrial development 
purposes deserves careful consideration. 
While we are not so sure that municipal own- 
ership is necessarily the best approach, no 
possibility of making use of this potentially 
valuable facility should be overlooked. 

The plant is actually a huge complex of 
some 49 large buildings and 263 smaller struc- 


‘tures on a 276-acre tract centered on Good- 


fellow boulevard. It has produced no property 
taxes and little economic wealth since World 
War II days. In private hands, the Chamber 
previously has estimated, the facility might 
provide work for as many as 25,000 St. 
Louisans and, based on a property value of 
some $35,000,000, produce more than $1000 
in tax income for every penny at the munici- 
pal and school levies. 

It is a shame that the Defense Department 
took so long to make up its mind on what to 
do with the facility, especially since St. Louis 
has been plagued with a shortage of good in- 
dustrial sites. The buildings are to be cleared 
of equipment by next July and they then will 
be turned over to the General Services Ad- 
ministration for sale. This gives the city time 
to study the pros and cons of acquiring it, 
but the big task is to get it back into useful 
economic production. The whole metropolitan 
area is the loser for the wealth that might 
have been produced in the plant all these 
years but hasn’t been.

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Man’s Work in a Machine Economy 


It Cannot Be Entirely for Production or Profit; Must Make Consumption a Goal

Thus far the impact of the automatic 
control revolution upon the industrial 
payroll has been felt most acutely by 
the production worker. 

In the electrical industry production 
employment shrank by 10 per cent in 
the six-year period from 1953 to 1959 
while production in- 
creased by 20 per 
cent, After thé last 
retooling, the auto 
of industry produced 
more units than 
ever before, and 
yet the auto cities 
of Michigan were 
rated as distress unemployment areas 
throughout the year of peak production. 

Less is heard of what must be the 
already considerable impact of the 
white-collar computer. This movement 
has only just begun. It is clear that 
the liberation of white-collar workers 
from their routine tasks is due to pro- 
ceed at a much faster rate. 

If work is defined with any. sort of 
strictness to mean productive work— 
that is, the extraction of raw materials 
and the making of consumable goods 
from them (farming, mining, manufac- 
turing, building, and transportation)— 
then less than half of the labor force, 
only 25,000,000 people, are really at 
work, 


The distribution of the abundance 
they produce is secured in large part 
by employing people in the task of 
distribution. This is not to say that 
the distributors do not serve a valid 
economic function. But selling and 
distribution costs commonly mark up 
the manufacturing cost of durable 
goods by 250 per cent. 

The major portion of the profit on 
the sales price therefore comes from 
the distribution process. The distribu- 
tion system pays a premium on waste. 
Its principal economic justification is 
that it does provide ‘‘work’’ and so 
increases the number of consumers. 

To the 12,000,000 employed in dis- 
tribution should be added another 12,- 
000,000 who qualify as consumers by 
virtue of their employment in financial, 
clerical, and service functions—neces- 
sary but again not productive work. 

Another large group of consumers 
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are qualified by their enrollment on 
government payrolls. Certain mem- 
bers of the community will stoutly deny 
that these people ever do a day’s work. 
Not counting the armed forces, their 
number now exceeds 5,500,000. If the 
figure looks too big, it is because we 
usually forget local and state govern- 
ments in these calculations. 

Our roll-call ends with the approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 household employes 
and the 2,000,000 or more who are em- 
ployed in teaching or self-employed in 
the learned professions. Those whom 
we have here classified as non-produc- 
tive workers constituted only 30 per 
cent of the labor force of 1900; they 
make up 60 per cent of it today. 

Compared With the day’s work that 
confronts most of mankind every morn- 
ing, most American citizens are not 
engaged in work at all. 

During the past several years, de- 
spite a steady rise in gross national 
product, unemployment has been ris- 
ing. Each wavelet in the business 
cycle has left a larger number of 
workers high and dry on the beach. 
Unemployment now approaches 6,000,- 
000, or nearly 10 per cent of the labor 
force. 

But this figure seriously understates 
the gap between the jobs available in 
the production and distribution of 
goods in the economy and the num- 
ber of people who need employment 
in order to be able to purchase their 
share of those goods. 

That gap has been filled for the past 
15 years by the war economy that has 
grown up alongside the consumer econ- 
omy in our country. 

The rolls of the employed include 
today the 2,500,000 in the armed forces: 
they are certainly not employed in the 
production and distribution of goods. 

To their numbers should be added 
the 1,000,000 civilian employes of the 
Department of Defense, whose princi- 
pal employment is that of housekeep- 
ing and procurement for those in uni- 
form. 

Finally, we must add the 2,500,000 
workers in industry engaged in filling 


the procurement orders of the military. 
The total of those unemployed or em- 
ployed outside the civilian economy 
thus comes to 12,000,000, close to 20 
per cent of the labor force, only 5 per 
cent below the unemployment peak of 
1933—and this at a time when the gross 
national product has reached an all- 
time high. 

Some of the slack can be taken up 
by a 30-hour work week, a measure 
advocated by both presidential candi- 
dates as long ago as 1956. 

After that, the work week could he 
reduced to twenty-five, then twenty 
hours—and the inefficiencies inkerent 
in such a short work week would help 
to create more jobs. 

No reasonably predictable rate of 
growth in the productive sectors of 
the economy seems equal to overtak- 
ing the current rate of technological 
disemployment. 

A kind of overturn in the values of 
our society is already quaking the 
ground benaath our feet. The virtues 
of hard work and profit are rooted 
in scarcity. They have no relevance 
to the economics or the sociology of 
abundance. 

Full employment in the kind of em- 
ployment that is commonly available, 
whether blue-collar or white-collar, has 
been plainly outmoded. : 

The liberation of people from tasks 
unworthy of human capacity should 
free that capacity for a host of activi- 
ties now neglected in our civilization: 
teaching and learning, fundamental 
scientific investigation, the performing 
arts and the graphic arts, letters, the 
crafts, politics, and social service. 

Characteristically these activities in- 
volve the interaction of people with 
people rather than with things. They 
are admittedly not productive activi- 
ties; nor are they profitable in the 
strict sense. But they add greatly to 
the wealth of the nation. 

The nation’s principal economic prob- 
lem has become that of certifying ifs 
citizens as consumers of the abun- 
dance available to sustain them in tasks 
worthy of their time. 

For these we need economic and 
political leadership whose perception 
and judgment are not compromised in 


-any fashion by commitments to the 


past.

Vasu scared away the friends of Na- 
taraj, he assaulted his customers. The 
little printer was hypnotized and fear- 
ful of this man-eater who had com- 
mandeered his’ quiet life. Vasu was 
primeval, a natural force, a brawler 
and a wild man. Never had Nataraj 
been so upset, so excited by life. 


This is a story of quiet humor and 
soft laughter. In the little Indian town, 
the ways of man become comic and 
captivating, exhibited more clearly in 


this unfamiliar setting, different but | 


somehow universal in the similarity of 
human nature. An Indian Casper Mil- 
quetoast is still defenseless and worry- 
ridden, a Hindu bully also full of blus- 
ter and big brags, and a village siren 
in Malgudi can turn a mouse into a 
man—at least in his day-dreams!

Finally 
this special position of peculiarly 
intimate relationships with the 
United States has weakened in 
the wake of President Kennedy’s 
visit to De Gaulle. That visit re- 
Sulted in a tacit agreement to 
put Paris on a parity with Lon- 
don as far as Washington’s con- 
fidences are concerned. 

These factors now combine to 
push Britain into an entirely 
novel diplomatic adventure, 
namely joining this Common 
Market in which six nations 
headed by France and West Ger- 
many dominate free Europe. 


Political Issue. 

Debate on the matter is heated 
and it involves shedding shibo- 
leths about a free-trading off- 
shove island essentially disen- 
gaged from the continent. There 
are evident economic pressures 
for membership. The rate of 
growth in the Common Market 
far exceeds that of London’s ri- 
val free trade association and 
local exporters see themselves 
being immutably squeezed out.

NEW YORK, July 10—The no- 
tion that parents should not teach 
their pre-school-age children to 
read may soon go by the boards. 

The Carnegie Corporation of 
New York announced yesterday 
a $61,900 grant designed to help 
parents help their children to 
read, 

The grant was given to the 
Denver public school system, 
which in 1960-61 produced a tele- 
vision course and guidebook for 
parents on “Preparing Your Child 
for Reading.” 

+ The award will enable the Colo- 
rado system to revise and im- 
prove the parental instruction 
project. Sixteen television pro- 
grams will be put on tape for 
use by educational television sta- 
tions throughout the country, and 
a new guidebook will be brought 
out, 

The Carnegie grant is in line 
with the emerging theory that 
parents can have an important 
part in their children’s formal 
educational development. For 
many years the prevailing opin- 
ion among educators was that 
while parents could help prepare 


their children for later learning, | 


the actual teaching should be left 
to teachers. 

The Carnegie announcement 
noted that educators in Denver 
had found that as the educational 
experiences of parents grow and 
|the pressures of competition in- 
crease, many parents will try to 
teach their pre-school children to 
read, despite the objections of 
school authorities. 

The grant will enable Denver 
‘to evaluate the effectiveness of 
its 1960-61 project by comparing 
the achievements of parents and 
children who followed the tele- 
vision programs with those who 


did not,

The Great Image 
Of Hemingway 


NEW YORK, July 10. 
I DIDN’T KNOW Ernest Hemingway very well but the 
circumstances of my first meeting are characteristic of the 
man. I had been in Venice only a few hours and I stopped 
for lunch at Harry’s Bar and Grill, a watering hole made 
famous by Hemingway’s 
worst book, “‘Across the 
River and Into the Trees.” 
My wife and I were sitting 
“on a bar stool drinking a 
martini when my wife 
pointed to a man seated all 
by himself in a corner 

reading a newspaper. 

“That’s Ernest Heming- 
way,” she said. 

This seemed altogether 
unlikely. Hemingway had 
just been severely injured 
in an airplane accident in 
Africa and, although it 
looked like him, I doubted 
that he was in Venice. 
After a second martini, I 
was emboldened to go over 
and ask him if he were 
Ernest Hemingway. He 
looked up with a pleased 
smile. 

“Sit down,”’ he said. ‘““Have some wine.”

He adored recognition. Later, after he grew the 
beard, he became just about the most recognizable 
celebrity anywhere on earth. I once went to a bullfight 
with him in-Aran Juez, 40 miles from Madrid. I doubt 
that Ava Gardner would have attracted any more 
attention than Hemingway with his yellowing beard, 
his huge barrel of a body, and those gleaming friendly 
midwestern eyes. 


But it was a little like meeting Plato. So great was his 
renown in the later years, that you expected a statue—some- 
thing of marble or bronze, not flesh and blood. The weight of 
his prestige, I think, contributed to his undoing. His renown 
was crushing and when they added the Nobel Prize, it un- 
balanced him a little. There was a noisy group who called 
themselves, quite out loud—the ex-friends of Ernest Heming- 
way—and there were quite a lot of them. At the end of his 
life, he wasn’t easy to live with. He drank. He quarreled. He 
made, sometimes, little sense. Not long ago, a friend who 
adored him said sadly: ‘‘He thinks he owns Pamplona now. 
He’s furious if you go to the feria unless he invites you.” 

But what a man he was! We in America—it’s probably 
the same in every country—don’t appreciate our heroes. It’s 
part of our national cultural inferiority complex that we are 
the last to recognize what giants our writers are. Or were. 


Hemingway shook the earth. The French, the 
Italians, the Germans, and even the English—though 
English writers seemed to have resisted him some- 
what—wrote sentences differently after Hemingway. 
You could not, as a writer, read Hemingway and come 


away totally unchanged. His impact on style permeated mi 


to the bones. And in all languages. 


I remember watching Picasso on NBC’s ‘“‘Wisdom” series 
climb a stepladder and slash at a white wall with a black 
pencil, creating a line of sheer aggressive self-confidence. 
Hemingway wrote sentences the way Picasso drew a line; 
they marched, those sentences with a sculptural and terribly 
deceptive simplicity, with a musical inner harmony that had 
a rightness about them as if they couldn’t possibly be written 
any other way, as if God had carved them out of stone, a 
sort of permanent enrichment of the universe. It’s sometimes 
forgotten that the Nobel Prize was given to Hemingway, not 
for content, but for his shattering impact on the world’s style. 

Still, style is just the outer cloak of inner conviction. You 
can’t divorce style from content; the one and the other were 
inseparable in Hemingway’s prose. Much has been written 
about Hemingway’s death wish, love of death, and all that. 
I don’t know. I think Hemingway loved life, every agonizing 
breath of it, and that this crept into his prose and is pre- 
served there for all future generations to see. 


When Hemingway wrote of waking up in the 
morning in his midwest boyhood, of striding into a 
cold trout stream in the hot sunlight and of catching 
and cooking and eating a trout, I could feel the sun- 
light and taste the trout and the goodness of life. And 
not just me, an American. Spaniards could, Frenchmen 
could. Hemingway could communicate with anyone— 
across national boundaries and, I feel strongly, across 
generations. 


I can read Tolstoy and I, who am not Russian and not 
nineteenth century, can feel I know his people and almost 
participate in a life wholly alien. In the same way, Heming- 
way could take people of distant lands and distant cultures 
and make them, for the moment, a midwestern American boy. 
He’d catch a moment in a trout stream and freeze it, like 
sculpture, in perpetuity. 

He was lovable, infuriating, boyish, yet unexpectedly wise 
and above all true. True was one of his words. “‘True!”’ he’d 
say, if you scoffed at some of the wilder tales of Africa or 
Spain. Curiously, the wilder ones were the truest. His best 
tales like “‘The Sun Also Rises” were true tales about true 
people. Truth in disciplined order was what, in his best work, 


he wrote. You cannot ask more of a writer.

THERE IS A WIDE GAP between the formal manners 
essed upon children in generations past and the informal 
which prevail now. Today, there is a tendency to allow 

child to speak up in his own way, rather than in mannered 
terms. 

But the fact remains that 
until a child is glib enough 
to express what he feels, 
learned phrases which ex- 
press what he wants to say 
are an asset to him. 
“Please, thank you, excuse 
me, I’m sorry, let me 
help,” are stereotyped, but 
all have their rightful 
places in modern life. 


For maaners are 
merely our verbal 
way of expressing 
consideration, kind- 
ness, appreciation 
and sympathy. 
Surely no one 
wants a child to be 
tongue-tied about 
voicing these ad- 
mirable sentiments. 

Manners are most 
easily learned by imitation. Children hear their par- 
ents saying the right thing at the right time and they 
do likewise—with a little prompting. They don’t have 
te say the exact words, but the polite phrases spring 
to the lips when heard often enough.

We explain to a child why we say thank you when a favor 
‘ts done, why we say please when we ask for a favor. Some 
‘times we have to do this for the small child who is too timid 
‘to say what he should. 

Of course, a child’s manners should not be reversed only 
for company. Parents should be polite to their children and 
expect the same in return. How else can we expect manners 
to become habitual unless they are used day in and day out 
in the home? 


There are periods in a child’s life, between about 

: @ and 8, when he is rude and thoughtless. We have 
to bear with these periods, reminding him always 
that manners are not “sissified,” but indicate that a 
child is growing into adult stature and assuming 
adult manners. When a child knows the right words, it 
shows he comes from a home where good manners are 
practiced. 


| Knowing that there are many slips and that children go 
through periods when being rudé, boisterous and inconsiderate 
seem a part of growth, parents still should use good manners.

Texas--Big, Proud and Air Conditioned 


Furious Pace Seems ‘to Mark State’s Kxpansion of Its Facilities, Creation of New Industries

HOUSTON, Tex., July 10 (UPI). 


HAROLDSON LAFAYETTE 
HUNT, whose two billion dollar 
fortune puts him just behind J. 
Paul Getty as America’s rich- 
est man, said the other day: 

“Im not inordinately proud of 
being a Texan.” 

That may be part of the shy- 
ness that seems fashionable in 
the Lone Star State these days, 
but if Hunt really means it, he 
must be one of a tiny handful of 
$,500,000 Texans who feel that 
way. 

For this air-conditioned giant 
is booming and bursting as even 
it never did before and the vis- 
itor gets the sense that there is 
a rush coming on to startle the 
United States however accus- 
tomed it may be to the Texas 
legend of bigness. 

The day this correspondent ar- 
rived there were 35 (or maybe 
40—they lost count) tornadoes 
in the panhandle. It was a fore- 
taste of experience across this 
800 by 800 mile territory that has 
seen six flags of sovereignty and 
is really five states in one. 

For example: 

Take air-conditioning. It is es- 
timated that one out of four new 
cars comes with the unit in- 
stalled and at a cost of $500 ex- 
tra. (I'd rather have it than the 
motor,”’ one salesman said). 


The new 55,000-seat stadium 
housing Houston’s National 
League baseball team will have 
air-conditioning underneath its 
domed roof. Bubble-topped fish- 
ing boats float on lakes with an- 
glers lowering lines ir chill com- 
fort through a hole in the cen- 
ter. Hunt’s grandson has an air- 
conditioned tennis court. Even 
hearses are cooled and recently 
the Alamo’s main building be- 
came air-conditioned. 

If creature comforts and ma- 
terialism are the mark of mod- 
ern America, Texas is truly what 
the New Yorker magazine called 
“Super America.” 


The fabulous Nieman-Mar- 
cus department store in Dal- 
las last Christmas featured 
“His” and “Hers” airplanes. 
(The Press Club gridiron din- 
ner offered “His” and “Hers” 
Nieman-Marcus stores.) The 
state has 6000 private air- 
planes—more per capita than 
any Other—and at one ranch 
party 53 were parked at the 
“airport.” 


Last April 21, ° Gov. Price 
Daniel stood on the after deck 
of the battleship Texas (ac- 
quired from the mothball fleet 
and moored in the Houston ship 
channel) and reviewed the Texas 
“‘Navy”’— a good part of the 286,- 
000 pleasure boats owned by 
Texans. 

Texas has begun a Graduate 
Research Center, an institution 
frankly dedicated to increasing 
production of doctors of philos- 
ophy in the southwest from the 
nation’s lowest rate of 400 an- 
nually to 2000. 
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A survey of 1000 executives of 
manufacturing concerns showed 
Texas to be second (next to Cali- 
fornia) for new plant-site de- 
velopment, 


Freeport residents have begun 
drinking processed sea water. 
The saline conversion plant is 
the nation’s first to serve the 
public. 


At Amarillo—site of 97 per 
cent of our helium gas reserves 
so vital to the missile program— 
a gigantic project is under way 
to build 12 plants to separate 
helium from inflammable gas 
and pump it back through old 
wells into a vast cavern of the 
now empty cliffside field. 


That same west Texas plain 
has the biggest contiguous irri- 
gation farmland in the world—a 
swath reaching 200 miles long 
and 100 acres across—with 40,- 
000 pumps fueled by cheap nat- 
ural gas pulling water from wells 
every day. 

Down where the Rio Grande 
reaches the Gulf lies a sub-tropi- 
cal valley lush as southern Cali- 
fornia in its citrus, truck gar- 
dens, cotton; alluring as Florida 
in its weather, beaches, palm 
and flowers (just last month 
plans were announced for a 3500 
home canal-crossed retirement 
haven at Boca Chica). 


Texas leads the nation in 
production of oil, cotton, nat- 
ural gas, sheep, roses, petrol- 
eum chemicals, rice and beef 
cattle (there are almost ex- 
actly as many cows as peo- 
ple). 

It has more farms, more air- 
ports (Dallas has eight), in- 
surance companies, bank s, 
high schools, churches per 
capita than any other state. 


The San Jacinto Monument is 
taller than the Washington Mon- 
ument, Its capitol building is 
higher than the Washington capi- 
tol and recently the pink granite 
was found to be slightly radio- 
active—whether that is good or 
bad Texans have yet to say. 

Houston’s intertwining free- 
ways are getting as crowded as 
those of Los Angeles and a new 
one will run 245 miles to Dallas. 

Apartment houses: are rare.

Texans want homes. And the 
River Oaks suburb of Houston 
with its colonial, fudor, Spanish 
and southern mansions has opu- 
lence exceeding Beverly Hills. 

The town of Texas City, blast- 
ed to rubble in the 1947 disaster 
that killed 560, is three times its 
former size. 

In the great sweep east of the 
Pecos rises a jutting skyline 
which, approached through the 
range to the north, looks like 
New York. It is Midland, an oil 
town of 60,000. The cigar coun- 
ter clerk in the Hotel Scharbauer 
confides that 22 millionaires have 
died in Midland the last five 
years. 

Houston is the nation’s second 
biggest port. And lTexas has the 
second greatest traffic fatality 
toll—again behind California. 

Texas financiers are making 
investments felt across the land. 
Most publicized recently was the 
Murchison acquisition of the Al- 
leghany Corp. from 
multi-millionaire Allban P. Kir- 
by. The two Murchison sons 
were obeying the precept of 
their father, Clint Sr.: “‘Money 
is like manure. Spread it.”’

MY IDEAL of politeness used 
to be La Bruyere, an old bach- 
elor who lived at the Palace of 
Versailles, tutoring one of the 
young princes and writing char- 
acter sketches that became 
classics.

DEAR DR. MOLNER: A group of us would like to know | 
if it is possible for a normal human being to live without | 


sleep. 


Last semester our teacher said he thought that if you taper | 


off gradually, a person would be able to live without sleep, 
because sleeping is a habit, and habits can be broken: 

We think that without complete rest, as obtained by 
sleep, the human body would become sluggish and out of 
order, and you would soon die. We would like your view.

I wonder if your teacher might not have been tossing | 


an idea at you to see what you'd do with it! 


Habit may—and I’m sure does—have some effect on the | 


amount of sleep we need. But the basic need for sleep isn’t 
a habit. It is a genuine need. Small babies sleep 80 per 


cent of the time at first. Cats, dogs, aardvarks and zivets | 


sleep. It’s natural to sleep; it’s not an acquired habit. 


The amount of sleep we need lessens as we grow older— | 
but at a very great age, we observe that people may sleep | 


(or snooze or catnap) a great deal. 


In ancient times, and in some modern instances, prevent- | 
ing a person from sleep has been used as a method of torture. | 
I grant that military personnel, rescue workers, etc., may | 
go for extended periods without sleep—but they reach a point | 
at which they must have it. They fall asleep on their feet, or | 


simply collapse. 


The Army has done considerable research on sleep. In | 
research centers experiments have been carried on, based | 
on the fact that if a person is kept constantly awake for sev- | 
eral days, he lapses into a ‘“‘model psychosis,” that is, an | 
induced and temporary form of mental illness in which he | 
is disoriented, ‘‘sees’” things that aren’t there, can’t remem- | 
ber, Or reason. He becomes, temporarily, like a severely ill | 


patient in a mental hospital. 


I’ve heard of various people who insisted that they | 
could get along on some very smal] amount of sleep, perhaps | 
two to four hours a night. But I’ve also heard that these | 


game people acquired the knack of falling asleep at any time 


of day, snatching five minutes here and 10 there, even when | 


people were talking to them. I believe Thomas A. Edison 
was one Of these. He bragged—but slept. 


No, sleep: isn’t just a habit. It is a need. It may be 


modified to some degree by habit, but it can’t be eliminated. | 
And on that score, I'd like to remind college and high | 


school students that using coffee or “‘stay-awake pills’ to ward 


off sleep isn’t a very good method of getting things done. | 
It’s possible to goad the human system into staying awake— _ 


more or less, But confusion, inaccuracy, inability to remem- 


ber facts that are crammed into a mind that wants to rest, | 


are the price you pay. It’s too much of a price!
